GERMANS ATTACK IN MASS FORMATION 


British Front in France, April 25.—^Via London, 1 p. m. (Prom 
Staff Correspondent of The Associated Press.)—The town of Monchy- 
le-Preux, about five miles east of Arras, will stand out in history as 
one of the bloodiest spots of the world war. 


The fighting north, cast and soutli of this little Artois village 
pcrched up in a high knoll has exceeded in intensity any of the in- 
dividual struggles of the yomme. 


Efforts of the Germans to re- 
take the village apparently have 
subsided on account of the sheer 
exhaustion 
of 
their 
available 
forces and the British 
advance 
eastward 
of 
Moiicby 
cojitinues 
slowly but surely. 


Gi'ounil Covered Witli Dead. 


The ground ai'ound .Monchy, as far 
as the eye can reach, is covered with 
the dead, the Germans at times having 
employed their old tactics of attack- 
ing in mass formation. 
I^etters taken 
ui the last two days 
f r o m 
German 
prisoners, written in front of Monchy, 
say they regard the situation as worse 
than it was on the Somme, while the 
casualties are mounting up as at Ver- 
dun. 
In one of the letters the opinion 
is expressed that what has made the 
fighting difficult has 
been 
the 
fact 
'.hat the opposing forces have not oc- 
cupied fixed lines but are scattered in 
^alf-built trenches. 
During one Ger- 


man 
counter 
attack 
on 
Monday, 
a 
force of 700 Germans took one bit of 
trench from a British outpost. 
The 
Germans continued to press forward, 
not noticing that they were 
passing 
an isolated trench section 
on 
their 
right. 
W h e n they were well beyoii^ 
it, several hundred-.— 
poured out of this trench section and 
the German soldiers were trapped be- 
tween two khaki lines were absolute- 
ly wiped out in the fighting which fol- 
lowed. 


Fought Hand to Hand. 


It was a general melee in which the 
men engaged in hand to hand could be 
heard plainly. 
The n u m b e r of pris- 
oners in the various operations

ENGLAND GETS 
A WARRANT FOR 
$200,000,000 


Washington, 
April 
2 5.—Secretary 
McAdoo today handed the British am- 
bassador a treasury warrant for $200,- 
000,000, the 
first 
loan made to any 
entente 
government 
by 
the 
United 
States under the $7,000,000,000 
war 
finance 
measure. 


It is likely most of it wiU be .spent 
in this country for food stuffs, mu- 
nitions and supplies. 
A similar loan 
m a y be made to Italy soon, and other 
sums will be credited to Great Britain 
or her allies periodically in the near 
future, as parts of the big loan au- 
thorized 
by the seven billion 
dollar 
w a r 
finance 
measure. 


The first $200,000,000 loan is avail- 
able f r o m proceeds of the issue of 
$250,000,000 treasury certificates due 
J u n e 30, the proceeds 
f r o m 
which 
were to be called for to-day by Secre- 
tary McAdoo. 
As soon as the money 
is deposited in various federal banks, 
the sum 
will be transferred to 
the

GERMAN SUr^lARINE IS 
SUNK BY;^UNNERS ON 
AN AMERICAN LINER 


London, April 25.—(4:45 p. m.)—Captain Rice of the Amer- 
ican steamship Mongolia, which arrived at a British port, told 
The Associated Press today that the Mongolia had fired the 
first gun of the war for the United States and sunk a German 
submarine. 


The submarine, Captain Rice told, was about to attack the 
great liner in British waters on April 19. He declared there was 
absolutely no doubt that the U-boat was hit and that there was 
every reason to believe it was destroyed. 


The naval gunners on board made a clean hit at 1,000 yards. 
The periscope was seen to be shattered.

One of the greatest and most bit- 
terly contested battles of the entire 
war has entered its third day on the 
British front in France with the issue 
still in doubt. 


Massed German reserves are being 
hurled forward in bloody counter at- 
tacks in a supreme effort to check the 
forward surge of Gen. Haig's khaki- 
clad troops. 
Some minor 
positions, 
trench lines and rubbish heaps dig- 
nified by the names of villages have 
been seized by the British but 
the 
Votan line, their main objective, is 
still intact. 


In 
pushing 
the 
British 
offensive 
Gen. Sir Douglas Haig directed an at- 
tack along the front between the Co- 
jul and Scarp rivers. 
This is a stretch 
of about three miles extending rough- 
ly from Guemappe north to Fampoux, 
almost directly east of Arras, where 
probably the most desperate 
fighting 
of the offensive has taken place. 
Ma- 
onchy-le Preux lies within this area. 
Further ground has been .seized by

AMERICAN RELIEF 


WILL BE STOPPED 


Peoples of Palestine and 
Armenia Will Suffer 
Devastation. 


Berne, April 25.—Via Paris—Turkey's 
action in breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States is scath- 
ingly condemned by the Neue Züricher 
Zeitung. 
The paper recounts at length 
all that Turkey owes to America, and ex- 
presses the fear that America's exit will 
spell suffering and {starvation to multi- 
tudes and desolation to such districts aa 
Palestine and Armenia.

Washington, April 25.—Arthur James Balfour, British íoreign 
secretary, stated today that the allied governments, completely con- 
vinced of America's whole-hearted consecration towards the com- 
mon end of destroying Prussian militarism, would not think of ask- 
ing this country to depart from its traditional policies or enter into 
any formal alliance which might prove embarrasing. 


"Our confidencc in the alliance and the assurances of this gov- 
ernment," Mr. Balfour said, "is not based on such shallow consid- 
erations as arise from treaties. No treaty could increase our un- 
bounded confidence that the Unitetí States having come into the war 
will see it through l o the great eml we all hope for." 
' 


Mr. Balfour after his first two 
days in the American capitol con- 
sented to an interview to express 
his deep gratitude for the warmth 
of his reception and his conviction 
that America's services in the war 
could not be exaggerated. 


Tells of England's Losses. 


Standing in the midst of a semi-circle 
of 
correspondents, Mr. Brlfour 
spoke 
with the deepest feeling of the losses al- 
ready experienced in France and England, 
and of the gratitude felt in those coun- 
tries at the decisión of the United States 
to enter tlie war.

kingdom obscured. 


Next in importance are the growing 
rumors of a great German attack to be 
made against Petrograd. The reports are 
taken seriously enough in the Russian 
capital to induce many Imndreds of civ- 
ilians to flee to the interior. 
According 
to rumor the German plan is a combined 
as.sault by sea and land and transports 
escorted by a powerful German fleet said 
to have already sailed from IJbau. The 
political .situation in Russia remains con- 
fused, but there are uncomfortable re- 
ports of activities of the radical socialists 
and of renewed outbreaks of agrarian 
troubles, some of a counter revolutionary 
character. 


The unrest in Germany is having a 
new manifestation in a fre.sh outbreak 
against Chancellor von Bethmann-HoH- 
weg by the conservatives and national 
liberals. The chancellor is being violently 
attacked for his alleged subservience to 
socialist influences and the opening of the 
reichstag, which is scheduled for today, 
is expected to bring these attacks to a 
focus. 


In the meantime there are indications 
that the tremendous currents of discon- 
tent which are running througli Europe 
are growing in strengtli. 
The visit of 
the king of Denmark to Stockholoi ie re- 
garded as of particular significance in 
Anew of the recent demonstration of 
Swedish workers against the monarchy. 
May day is expected to bring a climax in 
Sweden.

man socialists will put forward at the 
Stockholm conference. Thi.s program, 
which specifies in detail the disposi- 
tion of all occupied territories, is in- 
dignantly repudiated by the Vorwaerts.

IS SUNK BY GUN- 
NERS ON AN AMER- 
ICAN LINER.

The gunners fired, hittinff the 
periscope squarely and throwing 
up a mountain of water. 


The Captain's Story. 


Captain Rice outlined the inci- 
dent with modesty but could not 
quite conceal the pride he felt in 
the achievement of his ship. 
He 
paid a high tribute to the gunners 
and especially to the manner in 
which they were handled by the 
officer, w h o directed the firing of 
the telling shot. 


" F o r 
live 
days 
and 
n i g h t s , " 
Captain Rice said, " 1 had not had 
my clothes oft' and w e kept a big 
i'orce of lookouts on duty all the 
time. 
It was 5:20 o'clock in the 
afternoon 
of 
the 
19th 
that 
we 
sighted the submarine. 
The 
of- 
ficer 
commanding 
the 
gunners 
was witli me on the bridge where 
in fact we had been the most of 
the time throughout the voyage. 


" T h e r e was a haze over the sea 
at the time. 
W e had just taken a 
sounding for we were getting near 
shallow water and w e Avere look- 
ing at the lead w h e n the first mate 
cried = 'There's a submarine 
off 
the port bow.' 


" T h e submarine w a s 
close 
to 
us, too dlose in fact for her pur- 
poses, 
and 
she 
was 
submerging 
again in order to maneuver on a 
better position for torpedoing lis 
when we sighted her. 
We saw the 
periscope go down and the swirl of 
the water. 
I quickly ordered a man 
at the wheel to put it to starboard, 
and we swung: the nose of the ship 
toward the spot where the 
subma- 
rine had been seen. 


"We were going at full speed ahead 
! and two minutes after we first sighted 
the U-boat she emerged again about 
1,000 yards off. 
Its intention prob- 
ably had been to catch us broadside 
on, but when it appeared we had the 
stern gun trained full on 
it. 
The 
lieutenant gave the command and the 
big guns boomed. 
We saw the perl- 
scope shattered and the shell and tho 
submarine disappeared. 


"I cannot speak too highly of tho 
; cool manner In which the lieutenant 
j handled his crew of gunners. 
It was 


a flne exhibition of the efficiency of ' 
American naval men. 
The lieutenant 
knew before the shell struck the sub- 
marine that its aim was accurate. 
j 
Case of Mathematics.

"There is no gues work about it but 
a case of pure mathematics.

the speed at which the Mongolia was 
traveling at the time and the speed j 
which 
the 
submarine 
undoubtedly ' 
would make and the computing these 
figures 
with the distances we were 
from the submarine when it was first 
sighted and when it appeared the sec- 
ond time, it can be shown that the 
lieutenant had his gun sighted to the 
inch. 
And it must be 
remembered 
that the whole affair took only two 
minutes. 


"I assure you we did not stop to 
i-econnoiter 
after the 
incident, 
but 
steamed away at full speed, for it was 
not improbable that there was an- 
other submarine about. 
The one I got 
undoubtedly had been lying on 
the 
bottom at this spot awaiting for the 
ship and came up when it heard owi' 
propellers." 


Gun Named for "Tcildy." 


"I immediately sent a wireless mes- 
sage stating that a submarine had been 
seen. 
That's about all the story ex- 
cepting this: 
The gunners had named 
the guns on board the Mongolia and 
the one which got the submarine was 
called Theodore Roosevelt; so Teddy 
flred the first gun of the war after all." 


Captain Rice recalled that he came 
from Allston, Mass., and that the en- 
counter v/ith the submarine occurred 
on the date when the Bay state was 
celelSrating the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Leexington.

and the Siberia were re-sold to a .Jap- 
anese line and the Mongolia and Man- 
churia brought to the Atlantic and 
entered the ser\ice of the 
Atlantic 
transport line a subsidiary of the In- 
ternational 
Mercantile 
marine 
and 
have been carrjing freight only. 


April 19, the day on which the Mon- 
golia fired the first shot of the war is 
the anniversary of the battle of Lex- 
ington. when the first shot was fired 
in the American revolution.

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Persistence in Folly. 


"While the advocates of the volimteer system of raising an army 
continue to obstruct the course of the selective conscription bill in 
congress the plan they favor refuses to work. 
A great campaign 
for voluntary enlistments for both the regular and the national 
guards has been going on for weeks. 


The results furnish the most complete answer to the views of 
the volunteer system's advocates. Neither the regulars nor the guards 
have been able to get the enlistments needed to bring the organiza- 
tions to war strength. A large percentage of the men who have en- 
listd ought not to be taken into the military service for they can 
render the nation greater aid in their regular vocations. 
Selective 
conscription would prevent that. 


If the volunteer system should finally be approved by congress 
and under such a law the president should call for half a million 
volunteers, they could at length be procured, but at waste of how 
much valuable time and at what cost of men in special lines of work 
just as essential to the nation's defense as military service no one can 
say. Immediate experience with the volunteer system to gain re- 
cruits for all branches of the service does not constitute a very prom- 
ising harbinger of a large army at an early day under the kind of 
a law that the pacifists in and out of congress would compel the gov- 
ernment to depend upon for its fighting men. 


Meanwhile time flies to what may prove a costly waste—waste 
of blood and waste of treasure. It cannot be even guessed how near 
the hour may be when the country's need of a strong fighting force 
will become a vital stress. Under the most favoring circumstances 
it will take months to lick a half million recruits into an effective 
army that can win battles and take care of itself against the thou- 
sand and one perils that beset forces in the field. Modern war en- 
forces training to a degree never before necessary—^never before 
even thought of. Great Britain learned that lesson in the first year 
or tAvo of the present war—^learned it at a staggering cost that it 
should be the undeviating purpose of this country to escape. 


If, in the strong light that is shed upon military preparation by 
the world's experience of the last three years, congress obstinately 
persists in having its own way and compels the country to stick to 
the old and discredited volunteer system—^whereof our oAvn experi- 
ence in all our wars should be sufficient to teach us the folly—^the 
blood of it will be upon the heads of them who lay the course and 
force the government to pursue it. 


Not on the Ragged Edge. 


There will be good fortune for the land if it shall make early 
escape from any threat to be plunged into even a mild'panic over 
the economic situation. 
There isn't the least reason in the world 
that anybody in this country should view the material aspect of our 
future with misgiving. The country is busy and prosperous and will 
continue in that condition despite war. The only economic cloud on 
the horizon relates to the promblem of an ample food production to 
carry America and the nations with whom she fights through the 
next year. Happily that problem is in a fair way to be solved. 


During J recent weeks there has been manifest an irrational im- 
pulse 40 view the country's economic future with alarm. 
Tha^ is 
folly. Industry will.be yet busier, money more plentiful and prosper- 
ity more Abundant than they have been. It must be borne in mind 
that of ,the vast war credits congress has voted to the government 
much the greater part will remain and be expended in America. 
Money loaned to ally nations will be used here to pay for food and 
mimitionB that the ally nations are so much in need of. 


Aa irreparable injury can be inflicted upon the busingu of the 
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country and a serious check given the great tide of prosperity by a 
foolish panic that we are approaching the verge of want. 
Nothing 
of the sort is likely. There can be no plea for extravagance at any 
time and still less at this time; but there is no reason at all why the 
people of the country should alter their rational modes of living or 
abandon the normal practice of their domestic customs and habits. 
Food conservation is essential and that is a duty at all times—wav or 
no war—but there is no occasion to imagine that we are coming to 
a rags and tatters period of our history.

"rprote.st with all my heart and mind 
and soul," he .shouted, "againt having tlie 
slur of being a ron.script being placed 
upon the men of Mip.souri. 


The Missouri View of It. 
"So far as Missourian.«! are concerned 
there is precious little difference between 
a conscript and a convict." 


The .speaker made a defense of con- 
gres.smen who in the face of attack have 
stood by the volunteer plan. 


"For several years,"

said, "there has been a systematic ef- 
fort in congress, in m a n y newspapers,

and minimize the American volunteer.

That is Advice of Prof. Rich- 
ards Before Members

of Rotary. 


Professor M. W. Richards, secretary 
of 
the Horticultural 
department 
of 
P u r d u e university, was the principal 
speaker of the noon day meeting of 
t h e Rotary club, held a t the Commer- 
cial club Wednesday. 
Professor Rich- 
ards spoke mainly on the back yard 
garden movement, which has been in- 
dorsed by Dr. W. W. Barnard, Qf the 
state food commission. 


There is plenty of enthusiasm 
in 
the gardening line just now, accord- 
ing to the professor, but the principal 
thing for a m a t e u r "farmers" to do is 
store u p enough energy to carry them 
through July and August, when 
the 
gai-dens will need most care. 
"A small 
garden well attended is better than a 
large garden poorly attended to," said 
the professor. 
He advised 
Rotarians 
not to undertake too much. 


The idea that the f a r m e r has the 
world at his feet was exploded by the 
professor, too, as he told of some of 
the things which keep them from be- 
coming overly rich. 
Potash, which is 
very necessary 
for 
fertilization and 
which formerly cost thirty dollars a 
ton, cannot now be bought for three 
hundred dollars a ton. 
This is just an 
example of the way things necessary 
to cultivation have increased. 


A. G. Burry, a member of the club, 
spoke on the subject, "How I Happen 
to Be Following My Present Profes- 
sion." 
His talk was most interesting. 
Following a talk by F r a n k E. Bohn, 
the club passed a resolution to give its 
unijualifted support to the Commercial 
club under its new management.

(BY A GARDENER.) 


. A spring rain is good for the garden 
plants and seeds that are in the soil, 
but can be very harmful. 


If the ground is allowed to go un- 
cultivated after a rain it will bake and 
seeds sprouting beneath the 
surface 
will have a hard time pushing through 
the top soil, and the same baked sur- 
face will permit evaporation of mois- 
ture in the subsoil to such an extent 
the roots will be dried out. 


Therefore the gardener should get 
out the hoe and rake immediately after 
rain has stopped and the water disap- 
pears from the surface. 


Rake or hoe lightly the surface of 
the garden, being careful not to injure 
stems or roots. 
Don't "chop" at the 
ground as if you were digging a hole. 
Pull the hoe toward you so as to stir 
just an inch or so of the top soil. 


Near and between plants it is often 
advisable to use a small, nharp-pointed 
stick, with which to stir up the soil. 


By thus rakinf? or hoeiner. the soil 
yoy. give your garden a dust layer, or 
mulch of fine soil, .wnlch acts as a 
oov«r for thft crouqd and.lteeps the 
mo)ttur« III.

But don't wait for a rain before you 
cultivate. 
Constant raking and hoe- 
ing will prevent weeds from getting a 
stavt. Keep the weeds out the first half 
of the garden season and you won't be 
bothered with them the last half. Also, 
if you kill the sprouting weeds you 
save much plant food for your vege- 
tables which otherwise would go to 
feeding the weeds.

London, April 25.—(4:45 p. m.)—Captain Rice of the Amer- 


ican steamship Mongolia, which arrived at a British port, told 
The Associated Press today that the Mongolia had fired the 
first gun of the war for the United States and sunk a German 
submarine.

HcAdoo today handed the British am- 
bassador a treasury warrant for $200,- 
000,000, the first loan made to any 
entente government by the United 
States under the $7,000,000,000 war 
finance measure. 


It is likely most of it will be spent 


in this country for food stuffs, mu- 
nitions and supplies. A similar loan 
may be made to Italy soon, and other 
sums will be credited to Great Britain 
or her allies periodically in the near 
future, as parts of the big loan au- 
thorized by the seven billion dollar 
war finance measure. 


The first $200,000,000 loan is avail- 


able from proceeds of the issue of 
$250,000,000 treasury certificates due 
June 30, the proceeds 
from 
which 


were to be called for to-day by Secre- 
tary McAdoo. As soon as the money 
is deposited in various federal banks, 
the sum will be transferred to the 
credit of the 
British 
government 


which will give its own bonds as se- 
curity. 


Future loans will be

The first 
of these may be for $2,000,000,000 
and proceeds may be collected in four

approximately $3,000,000 annually in 
interest charges by obtaining the loan 
from the government instead of from 
private institutions, as the govern- 
ment's interest rate will be 3% per 
cent as compared with a minimum of 
5 per cent which Great Britain would 
have had to pay on a private loan. 
Discussion of Great Britain's further 
needs in the immediate future was 
continued at the conference among 
Secretary McAdoo, Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice and Lord Cunllffe and later at a 
lunch with the federal reserve board.

One of the greatest nnd most bit- 


terly contested battles of the entire 
war has entered its third day on the 
British front in France with the issue 
still in doubt. 


Massed German reserves are being 


hurled forward in bloody counter at- 
tacks in a supreme effort to check the 
forward surge of Gen. Haig's khaki- 
clad troops. 
Some minor positions, 


trench lines and rubbish heaps dig- 
nified by the names of villages have 
been seized by the British but the 
Votan line, their main objective, is 
still intact. 


In pushing the British 
offensive 


Gen. Sir Douglas Haig directed an at- 
tack along tho front between the Co- 
jul and Scarp rivers. This is a stretch 
of about three miles extending rough- 
ly from Guemappe north to Fampoux, 
almost directly east of Arras, where 
probably the most desperate fighting 
of the offensive has taken place. Ma- 
onchy-le Preux lies within this area. 
Further ground has been seized by 
the British says today's official state- 
ment and the gains have been se- 
cured. The number of prisoners taken 
since the resumption of the attack in 
force on Monday arc steadily swelling 
and have passed the 3,000 mark. 


The British front was moved for-

The results furnish the most complete answer to the views of 


th,e. volunteer system's advocates. Neither the regulars nor the guards 
have been able to get the enlistments needed to bring the organiza- 
tions to war strength. A largo percentage of the men who have en- 
i.listd ought not to be taken into the military service for they can 
render the nation greater aid in their regular vocations. 
Selective 


conscription would prevent that. 


If the volunteer system should finally be approved by congress 


and under such a law the president should call for half a million 
volunteers, they could at length be procured, but at waste of how 
much valuable time and at what cost of men in special lines of work 
just as essential to the nation's defemsc as military service no one can 
say. Immediate experience with t!he volunteer system to gain 're- 
cruits for all branches of-the service docs not constitute a very prom- 
ising harbinger of a large army at an early clay under the kind of 
a law that the pacifists in and out o£ congress would compel the gov- 
ernment to depend upon for its fighting men. 


Meanwhile time flies to what may prove a costly waste—waste 


of blood and waste of treasure. It canniot be even guessed how near 
the hour may be when the country's need of a strong fighting force 
will become a vital stress. Under the most favoring circumstances 
it will take months to lick a half million recruits into an effective 
army that can win battles and take care of itself against the thou- 
sand and one perils that beset forces in the field. Modern war en- 
forces training to a degree never before necessary—never before 
even thought of. Great Britain learned that lesson in the first year 
or two of the present war—learned it at a staggering cost that it 
should be the undeviating purpose of this country to escape. 


If, in the strong light that is shed upon military preparation by 


the world's experience of the last three years, congress obstinately 
persists in having its own. way and compels the country to stick to 
the old and discredited volunteer system—whereof our own experi- 
ence' in all our wars should be sufficient to teach us the folly—the 
blood of it will be upon the heads of them who lay the course and 
force the government to pursue it. 


Not on the Ragged Edge.

foolish panic that we arc approaching the verge of want. Nothing 
of tho sort is likely. There can be no plea for extravagance at any 
time and still less at this time; but there is no reason at all -why the 
people of the country shoxild alter their rational modes of livinp or 
abandon the normal practice of their domestic customs and habits.

A wholesome 
economy that is a virtue at all times will see us through and no 
painful sclf-rjonial practiced against rational tastes and customs will 
be necessary to our getting along well and happily. It should bo 
kept in mind that the things wo consume make business, create em- 
ployment, furnish wages and, in short, establish the demand for labor 
lhat, nloiio puts value into everything we have.

GIVES MISSOURI 


VIEW OF DRAFT 


Says Son Will Volunteer to 


Fight Wherever He is 


Needed. 


Washington, April 25.—Opposition to 


the selective draft reached tho climax 
in the house today when Speaker Clark 
took the floor and in liis usual vigorous 
style, championed the volunteer army 
amendment favorably reported by the 
military committee. 


Deploring that he could not stand by 


the president, whom he unreservedly de- 
clared wrong on the question, the speaker 
pleaded that young men be given an op- 
portunity to offer their services volun- 
tarily. 


"I protest with all my heart and mind 


nnd soul." he shouted, "againt having the 
slur of being a conscript being placed 
upon the men of Missouri. 


The Missouri View of It. 


"So far as Missourinns are concerned 


there is precious little difference between 
a conscript and a convict." 


The speaker made a defense of con- 


gressmen who in the face of attack have 
stood by the volunteer plan. 


"For several years." the Speaker 


said, "there has been a systematic ef- 
fort In congress, in many newspapers, 
by some public speakers and in sun- 
dry magazines to belittle, deprecate 
and minimize the American volunteer. 
1 resent such performance in the, 
name of the living and tho dead—In 
the name of the bravo men who gave 
us our freedom and who have main- 
tained It—In the name of the volun- 
teers who have shed Imperishable lus- 
ter upon American arms and upon the 
American republic. The volunteer has 
dono most of our fighting.

Contributions will be received by 


That is Advice of Prof. Rich- 


ards Before Members 


of Rotary. 


Professor M. W. Richards, secretary 


of the Horticultural department of 
Purdue university, was the principal 
speaker of the noon day meeting of 
the Rotary club, held at the Commer- 
cial club Wednesday. Professor Rich- 
ards spoke mainly on the back yard 
garden movement, which has been in- 
dorsed by Dr. W. W. Barnard, of the 
state food commission. 


There is plenty of enthusiasm in 


the gardening line just now, accord- 
ing to the professor, but the principal 
thing for amateur "farmers" to do is 
store up enough energy to carry them 
through July and August, when the 
gardens will need most care. "A small 
garden well attended is better than a 
large garden poorly attended to." said 
the professor. 
He advised Kotarians 


not to undertake too much. 


The idea that tho farmer has the 


world at his feet was exploded by the 
professor, too, as ho told of some of 
the things which keep them from be- 
coming overly rich. Potash, which is 
very necessary 
for 
fertilization and 


which formerly cost thirty dollars a 
ton. 
cannot now be bought for three 


hundred dollars a ton. This is just an 
example of the way things necessary 
to cultivation have increased. 


A. G. Burry. a member of tho club, 


spoke on the subject. "How I Happen 
to Be Following My Present Profes- 
sion." His talk was must interesting.

Spring Rain. 


(BY A GARDENER.) 


A spring rain is good for the garden 


plants and seeds that are in the soil, 
but can be very harmful. 


If the ground is allowed to go un- 


cultivated after a rain it will bake and 
seeds sprouting beneath the surface 
will have a hard time pushing through 
the top soil, and the same baked sur- 
face will permit evaporation of mois- 
ture in the subsoil to such an extent 
tho roots will be dried out. 


Therefore the gardener should get 


out the hoe and rake immediately after 
*aln has stopped and the water disap- 
pears from the surface. 


Rake or hoe lightly the surface of 


the garden, being careful not to injure 
stems or roots. Don't "chop" at the 
ground as if you were digging a hole. 
Pull the hoe toward you so ns to stir 
just an inch or so of tho top soil. 


Near and between plants it is often 


advisable to use a small, sharp-pointed 
stick, with which to stir up the soil. 


By thus raking or hoeing the soil 


you give your garden a dust layer, or 
mulch of fine soil, wnich acts as a. 
cover for tho ground and keeps the 
moisture In.

cultivate. 
Constant raking and hoe- 


ing will prevent weeds from getting a 
start. Keep the weeds out the first half 
of the garden season and you won't be 
bothered with them the last half. Also, 
if you kill tho sprouting wends you 
save much plant food for your vege- 
tables which otherwise would go to 
feeding the weeds. 


The gardener's watchword should 


be, "Work in the garden every even- 
ing."
